& ceneral advance in the prices of nearly
all the necessities of life—milk, butter,
ecors, bread, Truit, canned goods, ete. The

increased price of fruit and vegetables is
credited to a short crop in nearly all see-
tiony, due to an exceptionally dry sum-
mer. The price of milk bhas been advanc-
ed in several cities to 9 cents a guart,

retail. During the season there has been
